A vwy important order, promising nuicii 
future vexation and li(i>;ation, and in- 
volving the consideriilion of large sums 
o( money, was entered on tbe Order 
Book f-f tlie County Court tr-dny hy 
Judge Iv. .\. Thomson, in the case of tlie 
Commonweahb, for the county of Frank- 
lin, v-i. the I*"ariiiers' Hank and the l>e- 
posit Bank, of this eity. Under the geii- 
ersl Ux law, snd in many instanren, 
Npe<!ial olsnses in their thartors, tli<> 
hanks pay directly to the i^tate Auditor 
H tax of fifty cents on each $100 worth of 
capital stock, claiming thereby exemp- 
tion from the payment of all city and i 
county taxes. The matter of a tax 
against corporations for county levy pur- 
poses has never been tested before, and 
to that end tiie sheritf of tliis county re- 
ported these Itanks delinquent from 1S76 
to IHS'J, inchisive. The cisc was fust 
brought to tlie attention of Judge Thom- 
son last summer, since which time lie 
has been dlli^imtly examininL' the merits 
o( tlie defendants' anawers to the stieritfa 
rule, citing them to list their property 
for assc-isiiient, and in tin- order entered 
to-day ho decides that the capital stock 
and all otiier pioperty of these banks are 
liable for luxation for county levy pur- 
|>08es. If tbe Cimrt of Appeals, when' it 
is the intention to carry the .suit, allirms 
this decision, it will spring a new sonn e 
of county revoniii' in every county in the 
.State, such b ulks only being exempted 
that have sitecial clauses in their charters 
rdatiiiL' to this distinctive feature of 
revenue. 

The postal legislation en; « led by tin- 
last C'ongres* is of much imiiortance and 
benefit to the public. It provides tliat 
on and after .Inly 1st of the cnrrent year 
j)Ostal intes, in sums of $.5 and umh r, 
may be had at any money-order oflice on 
payinont of a fei.« of three cent«. These 
notes will bo payable to bearer upon pre- 
sentation, within three months from dat( , 
at any money order fiiVic.. in the .Mnntiy. 
After three months they will be redeemed 
at their fatre in A^'asbington. Another 
provision of the new law provides for the 
iraue of money orders in a sum as larce 
as $100, wliereHB the maxim now is $'V).
